The same question has been raised
before in several cities of the terri-
tory and in a number of them the
colored children are allowed the
same room with the other children,
while at several points other quar-
ters are provided.

The company
will also furnish tools, and a large
crew of expert beet growers are coms
ing from Colorado and Utah who
will assist the farmers with neces:
sary advice regarding the growing
of the crops.
